Every community is cursed by a 
class ol" people who make it their 
business to attend to everybody's 
business but their own. Such peo- 
ple are the meanest specimens ol de- 
praved humanity which an all-wise 
Providence permits to exist on this 
green earth. It is well known that 
almost every person is sometimes 
disposed to speak evil of others; and 
tattling is a sin from which very 
few can claim to be entirely exempt.
